A difference between the subject matter at issue in original claim 42 and presently amended claims 35 and 36 still remains. Presently, 
independent amended claims 35 and 36 (still pending) recite that the reaction Inhibiting section can be used "for" controlling (Inhibiting) a 
resolution reaction. This is seen as an intended use. Whereas, original claim 42 (now cancelled), included the recitation "wherein the 
reaction inhibiting section controls an extent to which the progress of the resolution reaction of the resist is inhibited according to an area 
of the substrate coated the resist and exposed'. Recited in this way the limitations drawn to the controlling function(s) of the reaction 
inhibiting section carry more weight. 

With respect to Applicant's arguments regarding the location of the reaction inhibiting section in the prior art versus the presently claimed 
invention, Examiner points out that the term "nearer" is a comparative term. However, the claim fails to provide means for comparison 
between the distance from the reaction inhibiting section to the aligner and from the reaction inhibiting section to another structure of the 
apparatus. Therefore, Applicant's argument is not convincing. The prior art relied upon teaches a reaction inhibiting section near the 
aligner, this reads on the claims as currently written. 
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
